Utter any ſo2t o2 ſozts of Wines, Wares, Linens, Goods, Merchandizes oz Commodities of the Gzowth oz 
Manufacture of the ſaid Kingdom, upon Pain of the Seizure, Loſs, and Fozfeiture of the fame, and to be fur- 
ther Pꝛoterded againſt as Contemners of Dur Royal Will and Pleaſure herein Declared: And M do here- 
by Authozize and Require all Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Bailiffs, Conſtables, and other Our 
Officers, Miniſters, and Loving Subjects, That they and every of them, when and as often as they, oz any 
of them ſhall be requeſted in that behalk, be Aiding and Aſſiſting from time to time in the due Execution of 
the Pzemifſes. And further, That all Our Cuſtomers, Collegozs Searchers, Waiters, and all other Our 
Officers and Miniſters in Our Pozt of London, and all other Our Pozts, Havensand Creeks within this Our 
Realm of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, and all others whom it map concern, 
do from time to time take care to Search foꝛ and Seize as Foꝛkeit, as well all ſuch Wines, Wares, Merchandi⸗ 
zes and Commodities of the Gzowth, Pzoduction and Manufacture afozefaid, as ſhalt from and after the ſaid 
Sixteenth day of May be Jmpozted, Conveyed oꝛ Bꝛought into any Our ſaid Pozts, Harbours oz Creeks, as all 
other Wines, Wares, Linens, Goods, Merchandizes and Commodities of the Gꝛowth oz — afoze- 
ſaid at any time Pmpozted, Which ſhatl after the ſaid Five and twentieth day of January be Bought, Sold, oz 
any way Uttered, Diſpoſed oz Traded in. And this ſhall be their Warrant and Diſcharge in that behalf, 
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Given at Our Court at Whitehall the Twenty fifth Day of April, 1689. In the Firſt Year of Our Reign.
